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FRESH HOPE FOR 
SMITHFIELD SITE

FRESH hope that a multi-mil- 
lion pound leisure and retail 
site in Oswestry will soon be 
developed has emerged from 
behind-the-scenes talks be¬ 
tween partners in the project. 

The 16-acre Smithfield site on 
Shrewsbury Road, once part of the 
town’s livestock market, has been 
earmarked for a Cineworld cinema, a 
Morrisons supermarket and restau¬ 
rants for the past five years. 

But the £45 million scheme, which promised 
hundreds of jobs, stalled in the economic down¬ 
turn. Although a new state-of-the-art livestock 
market is now open on part of the site, the rest 
of the land has been cleared but has been left 
unused. 

The ambitious scheme stalled after Morrisons 
announced last year there were “uncertain¬ 
ties” with cinema operator Cineworld and the 
granting of planning permission for a new Aldi 
on a nearby plot meant the supermarket chain 
wanted to take some time to review its plans. 

Pledged 

In a fresh move, Oswestry Town Council, 
which owns the land, this week pledged that 
work would start immediately on a re-valuation 
to move the project forward. 

Following a private session of the council on 
Monday evening, Town Clerk David Preston 
said: “As we look ahead to the new financial 
year the priority, shared by the town council, 
Oswestry Livestock Auctions and Morrisons as 
the partners, is to bring the site forward for de¬ 
velopment at the earliest opportunity. 

“Agreement has now been reached on the pro¬ 
cess for re-valuation of the site and that work 
will progress immediately with the request for 
an early report to the council.” 

He stressed that the council would retain all 
the money it had received as part of the original 
scheme - £3 million. 

“The council will continue to own the freehold 
of the site,” Mr Preston said. 

A new partnership agreement will be drawn 
up, subject to planning, and in his annual budget 
report to councillors Mr Preston said that dis¬ 
cussions with Morrisons remained positive. 

A condition of the original planning applica¬ 
tion was that the cinema and other infrastruc¬ 
ture must be completed before the supermarket 
could open. Since planning permission was 
given to the Smithfield scheme, two other super¬ 
market projects have been given the go-ahead 
by planners. The new Aldi store on Shrewsbury 
Road is now open and has created 30 jobs and 
fellow discount retailer Lidl has been given per¬ 
mission to open a store in Victoria Road. 

Meanwhile, in a separate development, plan¬ 
ning permission has been granted for a Coun¬ 
trywide store on the Oswestry Gateway business 
park, on the eastern edge of the town. 

The Countrywide store, which will be built 
next to KFC, is expected to create 17 jobs. 


Mother tells of terrifying road flooding ordeal

A MOTHER has described the moment she 
and her young children found themselves 
stuck in a car as flood waters rose around 
them. 

Sharon Davies, her 10-year-old daughter 
Tilly and eight-year-old son Sebastian, were 
in the family car just a few hundred metres 
from their home when the drama began. 

She had to take the decision to leave the 
safety of the vehicle and risk being swept 
away in the torrent of water when it began 
pouring inside. And she praised emergency 
services who struggled through torrential rain 
and flooding to reach her. 

Mrs Davies and the children had been vis¬ 
iting a friend on Tuesday evening last week 
when she got caught in the flood near her 


home in Weston Rhyn, near Oswestry. She 
said: “We got just past the Last Inn crossroads 
and on to the lane when the car stalled. 

“I rang my friend who has a 4x4 to see if she 
could tow us out but quickly the water began 
to rise. It was just pouring down the lane like 
a river and was bringing branches and other 
debris with it. Then the water began seeping 
through the foot well.” 

Mrs Davies said she was worried that if the 
three of them stepped out into the water they 
could be swept away. 

She added: “I rang 999 and asked for help 
from the fire service. But they had trouble 
finding me and the longer we waited the 
higher the water was getting inside. I was 
then worried that it might reach a stage when 


we couldn’t open the door because of the force 
of the water and were trapped. 

“I took the decision that we had to get out. 
But when we stepped out it was well over my 
knees and up to the children’s waists. We just 
waded as best we could down the lane and 
then saw the fire engine. 

“The firemen were brilliant. They got us 
into their vehicle and put blankets around 
us.” 

Paramedics checked the children to ensure 
they were not suffering from hypothermia 
and an ambulance was then able to slowly ne¬ 
gotiate the water to take them home. 

Mrs Davies said: “The emergency services, 
the neighbours and the insurance company 
have been fantastic.” 


EDUCATION 

Parents delighted 
after village school's 
future is secured 

CAMPAIGNING parents are celebrat¬ 
ing after it was announced that a village 
school which was facing closure as part 
of a multi-million pound superschool pro¬ 
ject has been saved from the axe. 

The future of Leighton CP School had 
been under threat since 2014 when Powys 
County Council announced it was review¬ 
ing primary schools in the Welshpool 
High School catchment area. 

But this week parents have spoken of 
their joy that their children’s school will 
continue as a stand alone community 
primary school. Holly Dyer, a parent and 
governor at Leighton School, which is two 
miles outside Welshpool, said the news 
was a “fantastic relief” and was thanks 
to the strong support from parents who 
made their voices heard. She said: “We 
haven’t been sure but last week we had 
it definitively confirmed that Leighton 
was no longer under review, the outcome 
we were after all along. It’s just fantas¬ 
tic, this is really good news and it’s all 
thanks to the strong level of feeling from 
parents.” Mrs Dyer said the news meant 
the school could now look to the future. 

The news that Leighton will continue 
to stand alone comes ahead of a meeting 
on Tuesday where the council’s cabinet 
will discuss plans for a new 420-pupil 
English language superschool and a 120- 
pupil Welsh language school for Welsh¬ 
pool.

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Plea is made for return of 
council's rate support grant

NEW Shropshire Council lead¬ 
er Malcolm Pate is being urged 
to return tens of thousands of 
pounds of grant to parish and 
town councils. 

Oswestry Town Council lost £50,000 
of council tax grant last year when the 
unitary authority decided to retain the 
funding the government gives it spe¬ 
cifically to help the smaller councils. 

Councillors are hoping that the new 
leader insists Shropshire goes back to 
the old traditional of handing the money 
straight over. 

They are asking Owen Paterson to add 
his weight to the plea to Mr Pate. 

At the budget meeting of Oswestry Town 
Council this week councillors were warned 
of financial challenges ahead. 

Town Clerk David Preston said that in 
setting the 2016/2017 budget the council 
had to take into account the loss of the 
council tax support grant. 

He said the budget also had to take into 
account the expected loss of about £40,000 
from pay and display payments on the 
council’s three town centre car parks. 

Historically, much of the income which 
goes into the town council’s coffers has 
come from Oswestry’s markets and its car 
parks. 

But the budget predicts that the income 
from Central car park in 2016/17 will be 
£455,025, down from the £485,284 expected 
to have come in by the end of March. In¬ 
come from the Smithfield car park is ex¬ 
pected to be £85,000, down £5,000, and the 
Horsemarket £80,000, also down £5,000. 
This stems from the opening of a second 
Aldi in Oswestry and planning permission 
granted for a Lidl which it is feared will 
keep shoppers out of the town centre. 

The town council voted for a nil increase 
in its precept, with Band D taxpayers see¬ 
ing £69.92 added to their bills. 

Major spending by the town council in the 
coming 12 months will include £120,000 to 
upgrade the remaining 350 footway lights 
in Oswestry to LED bulbs. 

There are already 100 of the new lights 
in place. 

Priority will also be given to new build¬ 
ing public toilets on Central car park in 
the town. Another £20,000 will go towards 
improvements to Oswestry cemetery and 
there will be a £40,000 increase in the 
budget for Christmas lighting.

PLANS to redraw constituency 
boundaries would see the “devasta¬ 
tion” of the political landscape, a Mid 
Wales politician has warned. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
said he is “not one bit happy” about 
the government’s plans to reduce the 
number of MPs in Parliament from 
650 to 600 but conceded it was diffi¬ 
cult to argue against the proposals. 

Mr Davies said the changes will 
being a “total devastation” of Welsh 
politics. 

He said: “In two years’ time, many 
of our old historical constituencies are 
scheduled to disappear. 

“The changes in Wales will be more 
radical that anywhere else. 

“I’m not one bit happy about this, 
but it’s difficult to argue against it. 

“There has been a history of 
over-representation in Westminster 
from Wales. 

“And much governing responsibil¬ 
ity has been devolved to the Welsh 
Assembly. 

“While the reduction in MPs in 
total is to be about 10 per cent, the 
reduction of Welsh MPs is likely to be 
over 25 per cent - from 40 to 29. 

“And the Boundary Commission for 
Wales does not have nearer the same 
level of flexibility to create natural 
constituencies.” 

The MP warned: “There will total 
devastation of our Parliamentary con¬ 
stituencies map.”

REPLACING four primary schools 
in Welshpool with a brand new 
multi-million pound superschool 
will provide a “long-overdue” 
transformation for the education 
of future generations, governors 
say. 

School governors in Welshpool have 
spoken positively ahead of a meeting 
of Powys County Council’s cabinet 
on Tuesday where members will be 
recommended to support plans for a 
420-pupil English language school to 
be built near Welshpool High School. 

A new 120-pupil Welsh language school 
would open on the site of Ysgol Maesydre 
under the plans. 

If the project, estimated to cost around 
£12.75m, is approved later governors say it 
will stand the town and its future genera¬ 
tions in good stead. Phil Pritchard, who is 
county councillor for Welshpool and a gov¬ 
ernor at Ysgol Maesydre, said the plans will 
improve education in the Welshpool area. 

He said: “This is long, long overdue for 
Welshpool, as we’ve seen towns around us 
being improved over the years but Welsh¬ 
pool has been stagnant. 

“These schools will make a huge differ¬ 
ence for our pupils and stand Welshpool in 
good stead for the future.” 

Councillor Pritchard said the fabric of 
the building at Ysgol Maesydre was “not 
good”. 

“If pupils have a nice, tidy, good stand¬ 
ard school building, that better setting will 
make all the difference for them and their 
studies,” Councillor Pritchard said. 

Derek Simms, chairman of governors 
at Ardwyn School and also a governor at 
Oldford School, said the new schools are a 
“great opportunity” for the town. 

He said: “I think this is a very welcome 
initiative and I think it will be a great op¬ 
portunity for not just the pupils but also 
parents and staff. I personally think given 
the size of the individual schools that put¬ 
ting them together into an English and also 
a Welsh medium makes sense and will be 
extremely positive for all involved. 

“This has been a long process where 
meetings have taken place behind the 
scenes but that’s given people a chance 
to raise any ideas and bring their ideas to 
the table, which is why we’re at the point 
where we’re at now.”

It gives you so much reassurance 
to hear that you are not the only 
person whose baby never seems to 
sleep or to hear that things really 
do get easier. 

“It doesn’t cost anything except 
what you decide to indulge in from 
the cafe.” 

The drop in is being hosted by 
Baby Bird Cafe, which is a fam¬ 
ily-friendly cafe in the centre of 
Oswestry run by Katie Millard. 

Mrs Millard said: “I feel like 


there’s such a need in Oswestry 
and being a mum myself I know the 
support in the early days is very im¬ 
portant from a social aspect. 

“It seemed like the right thing to 
do to offer the cafe as a base.”

Councillors' 
support for 
Shropdoc 

COUNCILLORS in Oswestry have joined 
the fight to secure the future of out-of- 
hours medical service Shropdoc. 

Oswestry Town Council will write to 
Shropshire and Telford clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups arguing that the service 
needs to be maintained. 

The move was agreed at a meeting of the 
town council on Monday night and comes 
after it emerged Shropdoc could potentially 
lose its contract as part of a review. 

Councillor Duncan Kerr said: “We need 
to protest strongly at this early stage and 
state that Shropdoc is valued and shouldn’t 
be lost.” 

Councillor Paul Milner said that Shrop¬ 
doc had given great service for 20 years and 
that if it was lost it would be a sad loss to 
the town and the county. 

The councillors’ comment follow the 
news that the future of Shropdoc is under 
review. It may be replaced with another 
provider or merged with the national 111 
advice and assessment line. 

A petition, titled Save Our Shropdoc, 
has been distributed to medical practices 
around the county calling for a halt to the 
changes. 

Shropshire and Telford and Wrekin Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Groups, which will de¬ 
cide on the future of the service later this 
year, say new standards published by NHS 
England mean every CCG in the country is 
reviewing how it can integrate the national 
NHS 111 hotline service and local out-of- 
hours services.

LOOSE sheep have been trampling over 
graves at Maesgwastad Cemetery in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

People who have family buried at the 
cemetery, owned by Powys County Coun¬ 
cil, were shocked to discover roaming sheep 
from a nearby field had eaten flowers from 
graves and trampled over where their loved 
ones are laid to rest. 

It is thought that the gate to a nearby 
field was broken, allowing the sheep to 
make their way into the cemetery. 

Emma Kaye, from the Borfa Green area 
of Welshpool, said she and her family were 
“extremely upset” to discover flowers from 
her great-grandmother’s grave had been 
eaten by sheep. 


Heather Chave, a Welshpool town coun¬ 
cillor, who regularly visits her father’s 
grave at the cemetery, said she was angry 
that the problem had not been resolved as 
vases and ornaments on his grave had been 
smashed before Christmas. 

She said: “My dad only died last year, 
he was really poorly and he still isn’t at 
peace now with sheep running riot over his 
grave.” 

A Powys County Council spokesman said: 
“We have received complaints about sheep 
in the cemetery and contacted the owner of 
the animals to get them moved.” 

According to the spokesman, the land is 
part of Powis estate and rented to a local 
farmer.

Battle to keep town's last 
bank open set to continue

POLITICIANS from a variety of political persuasions say they will do 
all they can to ensure they get the best possible deal for bank cus¬ 
tomers in Chirk following the shock announcement by HSBC that it 
is to close its branch in the town. 

The HSBC was Chirk’s last remaining bank and the closure has been criti¬ 
cised by community leaders. 

A bid to convince the bank to reverse its decision will be “a challenge”, according to one 
campaigner. Simon Baynes said there was a “positive” mood among people in Chirk who 

- want to keep their bank. 

~ — — " He said despite the odds being stacked 

against them, campaigners “have got to 
try” to save their local branch. 

Almost 50 people attended a public meet¬ 
ing at Chirk Parish Hall on Thursday last 
week that was organised by Mr Baynes, the 
Conservative Welsh Assembly candidate for 
Clwyd South. 

The bank is set to close on April 8. 

Mr Baynes said: “We noted everything 
down and HSBC have agreed to meet with 
me, so when that happens I will make sure 
I raise those points with them.” 

When asked if he thought people power 
could reverse the decision of the bank, Mr 
Baynes said: “I think it would be great if we 
could, but I think it would be a challenge to 
achieve that. 

“But we have got to try, and that was the 
feeling of everyone in the room.” 

North Wales’ Liberal Democrat Assem¬ 
bly Member Aled Roberts met an HSBC 
bank area director on Friday in a joint 
meeting with fellow AM Ken Skates. 

Mr Roberts voiced concerns about the 
disintegration of the UK’s financial ser¬ 
vices infrastructure outside the big towns 
and cities. 

Mr Skates, the Labour AM for Clwyd 
South, said: “We know from bitter expe¬ 
rience that it’s almost impossible to get 
banks to change their minds, but we will be 
pushing to get the best deal possible for our 
communities.” 

Clwyd South Labour MP Susan Elan 
Jones has written to HSBC regional direc¬ 
tor Jonathon Byrne, posing a series of de¬ 
tailed questions on the bank’s proposals to 
close the branch. 

She said: “We ask detailed questions 
about a whole range of matters including 
business banking; face-to-face service pro¬ 
vision; ATM cashpoint facilities; customers 
who do not use the internet; community 
groups; and the lack of existing Post Office 
provision. 

“We also call on HSBC to reveal statis¬ 
tical details about the number of transac¬ 
tions carried out locally”. 


Rider lost 
control of 
his vehicle 

A TEENAGE moped rider was killed in a 
crash on the A483 between Oswestry and 
Welshpool after losing control, an inquest 
was told. 

Kalun Longman had been riding his 
Aprilia RS50 moped when he was involved 
in a crash with a transit van on the A483 at 
Llanymynech bridge on October 6. 

The 16-year-old was on his way to college 
in Wrexham when the collision happened. 

The inquest at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court was told that Kalun, of Newtown, 
lost control of his moped, which ended up 
on its side on the carriageway and slid, but 
it was uncertain how he lost control. 

Pc Ian Pathak, Dyfed-Powys collision 
investigation officer, confirmed the teenag¬ 
er’s moped was relatively new but the ex¬ 
haust had been modified so it could travel 
at an increased speed. He said: “I can’t 
say how or why Kalun lost control of the 
moped.” 

Pc Pathak said there were a combina¬ 
tion of matters that could have contributed 
to the teenager losing control including his 
riding capability and experience. 

It was also uncertain at what speed 
Kalun was travelling at but Mark Colin 
Williams, who was driving the van that 
collided with the moped, said he did not 
appear to have been speeding. 

Andrew Barkley, senior coroner for 
Powys, described the teenager’s death as 
a “terrible, terrible tragedy”. He recorded 
that the teenager died from multiple inju¬ 
ries due to a road traffic collision.

Talks held over coverage 


MOBILE phone providers have agreed to 
look into ways of improving coverage across 
Shropshire following a meeting with county 
politicians. 

Shropshire’s MPs held a meeting with 
members of Shropshire Council, Connect¬ 
ing Shropshire, and representatives from 
mobile phone providers, BT and Ofcom on 
Friday in Shrewsbury. 

Shropshire Council’s deputy leader Steve 
Charmley hosted the meeting to highlight 
the need to improve mobile phone signal 
coverage in the county. 

He said: “The meeting was very focussed 
on finding ways to improve the situation 
for those who visit, live and work in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“Shropshire councillors and local MPs 


forcefully made the case for improved mo¬ 
bile coverage in the county, as many tour¬ 
ism and small businesses are struggling to 
survive with poor mobile connectivity. 

“There was a common agreement 
amongst those in the audience that things 
are going from bad to worse, and we need 
to work with the industry and the regulator 
to address the issues that are hampering 
improvements as quickly and efficiently as 
possible. 

“Shropshire Council will continue to act 
as a conduit between all parties to make 
sure this happens.” North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson, who has long been cam¬ 
paigning for an improvement to coverage in 
the county, said it had been a positive meet¬ 
ing with some progress made.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


It’s not a subject we normally 
like to talk about but organ do¬ 
nation has become a hot topic 
in England where it has emerged 
that bereaved families vetoed 
the donation of organs from 547 
registered donors in the last five 
years. National Health Service 
Blood & Transplant (NHSBT) 
estimates the blocked donors 
would have provided organs for 
1,200 of the 6,578 patients on 
the waiting list for a transplant. 

It’s a delicate and heart break¬ 
ing process discussing organ 
donation with recently bereaved 
relatives and staggering to think 
that 547 families went against 
the wishes of their loved ones 
and blocked doctors from re¬ 
moving organs. 

Now the NHSBT is getting 
tough, but surely not tough 
enough, when it says it would 
no longer seek a family’s for¬ 
mal consent in order to reduce 
the number of “overrides”. Now 
bereaved will be given a leaflet 
which explains consent remains 
with the deceased, and they can 
only block donations by provid¬ 
ing reasons in writing. 

The new move serves as little 
more than a sticking plaster on 
a much larger issue and fails to 
address the real issue that if a 
family member has registered as 
a donor their wishes should be 
respected. 

Perhaps it’s time the NHSBT 
took a look across the border to 
see how Organ Donation Wales 
has dealt with the issue and tak¬ 
en the opportunity away from 
grieving families to veto the do¬ 
nation of organs. In Wales every¬ 
one now has the opportunity to 
opt out. If you haven’t done so 
your organs will be available for 
transplant regardless of what rel¬ 
atives might say. 

It’s a simple system and one 
that should be adopted in Eng¬ 
land too. 

By registering your choice to 
be a donor, you can choose to 
donate all or only certain organs. 

If you haven’t recorded an 
organ donation decision on the 
NHS Organ Donation Register, 
you will be treated as having 
no objection to donating any of 
your organs in a system called 
“deemed consent”. 

What is it about people on the 
streets of Welshpool who think 
they have the right of way over 
motorists? Even if it means put¬ 
ting their own lives in danger. 

Monday is always busier than 
other days and is easily the best 
day in the week to spot this spe¬ 
cial breed of people, who as¬ 
sume it’s OK to stroll aimlessly 
out in front of fast-moving traffic 
without a care in the world. 

It’s a strange phenomenon 
and one I have not experienced 
in any other town and no amount 
of tweaking of the town’s contro¬ 
versial one-way system will stop 
this unique Welshpool practice 
of traffic dodging and putting 
lives in danger it seems.

PAM KINGSLEY looks at the 
reasons why 

NEPAL, Colombia and Jordan 
have headed a top 10 countries 
to visit in 2016 list compiled by 
travel experts Rough Guides. 

But number eight on the list is a 
little closer to home. 

For Wales is in the top 10 places to visit 
this year, beating Kenya and Sri Lanka, 
and just behind El Salvador. 

On its website Rough Guides, which 
produces travel guide books, says: 
“There’s no better time to explore one 
of the finest natural playgrounds in Eu¬ 
rope. Many still underestimate this small 
country, often overshadowed by its neigh¬ 
bours. But these are exciting times for 
Wales - the country is winning accolades 
for its extraordinary beauty and remark¬ 
ably preserved historical sites. Culture 
vultures, foodies, festival junkies, adven¬ 
turers, hikers and extreme sports enthu¬ 
siasts will be spellbound here, be it amid 
the rugged peaks of Snowdonia, on the 
sandy beaches of the Gower Peninsula or 
in the quaint rural towns and villages.” 

While the big towns of Cardiff and 
Swansea in south Wales attract weekend¬ 
ers, and the north Wales coastal resorts 
of Llandudno and Conwy have always 
proved popular with holiday makers, 
there is plenty to attract visitors in Mid 
Wales as well. 

Val Hawkins, chief executive of Mid 
Wales Tourism, said she felt the area was 
sadly under-appreciated by many people. 

“People go to the towns in the south 
or the coast in the north, and it’s such a 
shame that people miss Mid Wales,” she 
said. “The Mid Wales region is bordered 
by two national parks and the Cam¬ 
brian mountains. It’s a fantastic area

and so close to the Midlands. From 
Telford over to the coast is only a cou¬ 
ple of hours, and you can get a train 
from London in the same sort of time. 
There’s a huge amount of things to see 
and do. We’ve got phenomenal walking 
and cycling, we’ve got the coastal path, 
and we’ve got amazing wildlife, like the 
ospreys at Machynlleth. In the Marches 
area we’ve got the lovely countryside 
and wonderful hotels. 

“The quality of the accommodation 
is fantastic with a lot of award-win¬ 
ning hotels and farm bed & breakfasts. 
There’s a lot to offer and all so close.” 

Ms Hawkins said recognition by 
Rough Guides can only help make peo¬ 
ple more aware of what the region has 
to offer. “People need to understand 
that Wales has got a character of its 
own - it’s not like anywhere else in the 
UK,” she added. 


Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, 
who has served as a member on the 
Wales Tourism Board, said recognition 
from the Rough Guides organisation 
was a welcome boost for the area. 

“We have a natural environment 
and numerous tourism attractions in 
Montgomeryshire that act as a magnet 
for thousands of visitors each year,” he 
said. 

“Many of these tourists stay in local 
accommodation or spend money in local 
businesses during their visit, providing 
an important income for the local econ¬ 
omy. It’s important for us to promote 
the area and attract more visitors to 
help support what is an important sec¬ 
tor for us.” 

Supporters say Mid Wales has plenty 
to shout about. 

In fact, of the ‘Seven Wonders of 
Wales’ - Snowdon, Llangollen, Wrex¬ 


ham, Overton, Gresford, Llanrhaeadr 
and St Winefride’s Well - the majority 
lie within half an hour of Shropshire’s 
border. 

They include the Pontcysyllte World 
Heritage Site, which extends from Llan¬ 
gollen, with its Horseshoe Falls, the In¬ 
ternational Eisteddfod, heritage railway 
and nearby Pontcysyllte Aqueduct, to 
the Shropshire border at Chirk, with the 
canal tunnel and impressive aqueduct 
spanning the England-Wales border. 

The tiny village of Llanrhaeadr ym 
Mochnant, not far from Oswestry, is well 
off the beaten track but also attracts vis¬ 
itors in their droves each year. The vil¬ 
lage is the home to Pistyll Rhaeadr, one 
of the Seven Wonders of Wales. 

At 240ft Llanrhaeadr (Tan-y-Pistyll) 
Waterfall is among the highest in Eng¬ 
land or Wales, with footpaths leading 
to the top of the falls and a cafe at the 
bottom. 

In Welshpool the medieval castle, 
fortress and grand country mansion of 
Powis Castle attracts thousands of visi¬ 
tors each year to explore its magnificent 
gardens. 

With such amazing features, it is not 
surprising BBC Countryfile magazine 
has shortlisted a Welsh landmark for its 
best heritage site in Britain competition. 

Pontcysyllte Aqueduct has been put 
on the shortlist. 

One fan of the aqueduct is business¬ 
man Peter Jones who has run the Jones 
the Boats company on the site for the 
past 25 years. He runs several different 
trips from a 45-minute return cross¬ 
ing of the aqueduct to a longer Sunday 
lunch trip on a special restaurant boat. 

He said: “I never tire of the aqueduct, 
the area is beautiful and changes with 
every season. The aqueduct is such a 
spectacular structure and yet many peo¬ 
ple don’t know it exists. 

“They are really surprised when they 
get here. 

“The number of visitors has increased 
dramatically since it was named a world 
heritage site.”

I strongly believe that nothing 
would have a more spectacular 
effect on the local economy than 
improving rural communications. 

I am working closely with 
the industry, Government and 
Shropshire Council’s Connecting 
Shropshire, to improve the ac¬ 
tively worsening service that we 
endure on a daily basis. When I 
put out a call for people to con¬ 
tact me with their stories about 
poor mobile and telephone re¬ 
ception, I was inundated with 
desperate messages detailing 
a complete absence of cover¬ 
age in many places right across 
North Shropshire. We are placed 
at an enormous competitive 
disadvantage by this lack of ef¬ 
ficient mobile telephone cover¬ 
age. As many of you will have 
experienced yourselves, it is 
impossible to maintain a signal 
between the five market towns 
on any network. 

Tackling this is vital to the ma¬ 
jority of local people who rely on 
mobile telephones and the inter¬ 
net to carry out many everyday 
tasks which others elsewhere 
are able to take for granted. 

Residents travelling between 
towns should not have to put up 
with being cut off and the safety 
of my constituents should not be 
compromised by the inability to 
call for the police, fire service or 
an ambulance in an emergency. 

I am pleased, therefore, that 
Shropshire Council organised 
a meeting at the Shirehall last 
week with councillors and MPs, 
hosted by Connecting Shrop¬ 
shire and chaired by Cllr Steve 
Charmley, which included a cov¬ 
erage update by OFCOM, a pro¬ 
gress report from the mobile op¬ 
erators including CTIL (Vodafone 
and 02) Three and EE (incorpo¬ 
rating Orange and T-Mobile) plus 
a briefing on BT’s backhaul pro¬ 
vision. I stressed the difference 
between OFCOM’s coverage 
statistics and the reality experi¬ 
enced by my constituents. We 
were able to explain that due 
to the increase in data use and 
sheer number of phones, the sit¬ 
uation locally is getting actively 
worse. 

It was agreed that taller masts 
could provide more coverage 
and deployment equipment, 
some of which would require full 
planning consent. Getting all four 
operators to work with Shrop¬ 
shire Council on improved masts 
is key. 

I agreed to write to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Culture, Media 
and Sport about a number of 
technical issues proposed by 
the companies. I have been im¬ 
pressed by the determination 
of everyone involved to get this 
matter resolved. It is simply un¬ 
acceptable that in 2016 Shrop¬ 
shire’s communications are una¬ 
ble to keep up with much of the 
rest of the country. We agreed to 
meet again on April 22.

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WOULD WE OWN THE HARDWARE, SOFTWARE AND 
SYSTEMS OF A BESPOKE IT PACKAGE? 

Q: My business is going so well that after just two years we are expanding and moving to new premises in two different locations. We are also investing in a new, 
linked computer system which will be supplied and maintained by an IT consultancy. The guarantees and ownership of our current off-the-shelf machines were 
straightforward but as we will be purchasing hardware, software and a bespoke system this time, can you clarify that we will own everything? 

A: Just like any other business equipment, computer hardware is a tangible asset owned by the business, provided of course that you purchase it outright rather 
than leasing it. The hardware should come with a guarantee and if it is being maintained by your IT consultants they should give you a maintenance contract. 
Even though you may also receive your software in a tangible form, such as CD, it will be coded and that code will be covered by copyright law and be the 
intellectual property of the person or company who wrote it. So whilst you may purchase the software outright, you must also purchase a licence to use it in 
accordance with the terms and conditions applied by the owner of the copyright. 

In the case of any bespoke software you commission you need to ensure that you have a contract specifying that you are the owner. If your ownership of it is not 
clearly laid out you will not be able to make any changes without the permission of the original software developer and it is likely that you will need to engage their 
services to make the changes. This could be a problem if in the future you decide you want to change to a different IT consultancy. 

Before entering into any contracts it would be wise to seek legal advice from a solicitor.

Treatment in Germany 
is paying off for Toni 

Report by Pam Kingsley 

A WOMAN suffering from a 
chronic disease which had con¬ 
fined her to a wheelchair says 
her life has been changed after 
travelling to Germany for treat¬ 
ment. 

Toni Kirkham, from Pant, contract¬ 
ed Lyme disease five years ago after 
being bitten by a tick while working 
as a gardener. 

The NHS will treat Lyme disease when it 
is diagnosed in the early stages, but usually 
with only a very short course of antibiotics. 

But as Toni’s disease went undiagnosed 
for 18 months, it became chronic and she 
was ineligible for NHS treatment. 

However, her family - husband Pete, 
daughter Jess, 17, and son Ryan, 15 - man¬ 
aged to raise £20,000 for their mother to 
travel to a private clinic in Germany. 

Toni, 44, said: “It was a very difficult 
time but the treatment I received from the 
German clinic was outstanding. 

“While there I was on antibiotic intrave¬ 
nous treatment for eight weeks. I returned 
to the UK in November and slowly I’m 
making good progress, in that the treat¬ 
ment is keeping the infection under control 
and I have eliminated some symptoms. 

“I can now walk short distances with 
the aid of a walking stick and my fatigue is 
more manageable, as long as I don’t overdo 
things.” 

Having returned home Toni is contin¬ 
uing with her treatment plan under the 
guidance of the doctors at the BCA Clinic 
in Augsburg. She will then be returning for 
follow up appointments. 

But she stressed that while the treatment 
has helped, it will not cure her condition.

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Doubts are 
voiced over 
cinema plan 

AS no progress is yet made on 
Oswestry’s proposed multi-screen 
cinema complex, the owners of an in¬ 
dependent cinema nearby have said 
they doubt the local area could sup¬ 
port such a venture.

“It would need to bring people in

Councillors warned of 
wind farm concerns

FEARS have been raised that 
Government bosses could make 
a U-turn on a decision to refuse 
permission for two controversial 
wind farms in Mid Wales. 

Members of Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil were updated on the progress of 
the applications for the wind farms in 
Powys at their meeting on Wednesday 
last week 

Although the plans were initially refused, 
Amber Rudd, Secretary of State for Energy 
and Climate Change, will look again at 
cases for wind farms at Carnedd Wen, near 
Llanidloes, and Llanbrynmair. 

If approved they could see a power line 
run from the farms through Powys and 
west Shropshire to near Oswestry. 

At last week’s meeting, Welshpool Town 
Clerk Robert Robinson said: “In my 40- 
odd years in planning when I’ve seen this 
happen is that the minister doesn’t want 
to lose face so he makes a few changes and 
passes it, unfortunately. 

“But the decision is unlikely to be with 
us before May.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who 
has led the fight against the proposed wind 
farms, has previously said he is not con¬ 
cerned by the situation. He said despite 
initial appearances that the decision has 
been reversed, it has simply taken the pro¬ 
cess back a step again. The wind farm and 
power line proposals have meet strong op¬ 
position from the public.

New venture is a hit 


IT has been a racing start for a new 
recycling venture launched by a 
waste management company in Mid 
Wales. 

The Potter Group has expanded into car¬ 
pet recycling, with the equestrian sector 
benefiting from the finished products. 

The Welshpool-based company has opened a 
new recycling plant to create a new equine ex¬ 
ercise surface made from carpet fibre. Those in 
charge of the company are no strangers to the

world of horse racing, with owner James Pot¬ 
ter and his wife Jean breeders and owners of 
a large string of horses. Extensive contacts in 
the horse racing community was a key factor 
in the Potter Group developing the surface for 
use on gallops and riding arenas. 

The opportunity was identified in conjunc¬ 
tion with leading trainers including Welsh 
Grand National winning trainer Kerry Lee, 
who runs Bell House stables at Byton, near 


Presteigne. Developed with £100,000 support 
from the Wales Economic Growth Fund, the 
carpet recycling plant is now fully operational 
and has created 10 new jobs and safeguarded 
a further six. 

Debbie Potter, the company’s operations 
director, said: “A specialist heavy duty shred¬ 
ding plant and associated equipment reduces 
the carpets to a flock consistency. It is then 
ready to be used on equestrian exercise areas 
either on its own or as a blend with sand or 
rubber crumb.”

Roads can quickly become treacherous during the winter months and the AA advises motorists to be prepared for the worst 


Good vehicle care is essential for safe winter driving 


TAKING good care of your car is es¬ 
sential to ensure you travel safely 
through the colder winter months, 
the AA has said. 

Max Holdstock from the roads body 
said: “The arrival of more typical winter 


weather will have many of us reaching 
for the thermostat but it’s not just us 
who feel the chill. 

“The cold can cause problems for your car 
too, and in more ways than many people re¬ 
alise. Breakdowns can double in very cold 
weather but up to half are potentially pre¬ 


ventable through regular servicing and main¬ 
tenance checks. The most common call to the 
AA for help is a flat battery.” 

He advises keeping an ear out for local traf¬ 
fic and weather reports and driving in severe 
winter weather only if it’s essential. He added: 
“The vital thing is to drive smoothly, keep your 


speed down and avoid sharp acceleration, brak¬ 
ing or cornering as far as possible by keeping 
plenty of space between yourself and the car 
in front. Be alert to black ice particularly on 
unsalted roads - it’s difficult to see as the road 
will simply look wet. On an icy road, start in 
second gear or engage winter mode if an au¬ 


tomatic and keep in as high a gear as possible. 
Keep warm clothing in your car, first aid kit, 
personal medication, high energy refreshment 
such as chocolate, drinking water, torch, keep 
your phone charged and take a traditional map 
as well as your sat-nav and download the AA

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NEWS IN BRIEF 

Health chiefs 
told of wrong 
date problem 

MORE than 300 people were given the 
incorrect date for referral to treatment 
at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

In addition 28 patients were identified 
as waiting more than 52 weeks for treat¬ 
ment at the hospital. 

Hospitals can be fined £5,000 per pa¬ 
tient per week for any waits over a year. 
The orthopadic has currently budgeted 
£200,000 for penalties relating to the 
long-waiting patients. 

At a meeting of Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CGG) new fig¬ 
ures revealed that out of an audit of 
1,286 patients; 885 had the correct date 
for a referral for treatment, 312 had an 
incorrect date, 26 were not on the path¬ 
way and there was insufficient informa¬ 
tion for 63. 

Dr Julie Davies, director of strategy 
and service redesign at the CCG, said 
changes had been made at the hospital 
since the numbers were revealed. She 
said the hospital had corrected its re¬ 
porting practice and added: “In terms of 
the issues on reporting they are going 
through a formal process with Monitor, 
the sector regulator. 

“A total of 28 patients were declared 
as waiting more than 52 weeks at the 
end of November. 

“There were also 72 long wait pa¬ 
tients identified. 

“The position as of January 6 is out 
of a planned list of 1,362 patients only 
537 now do not have a date or have one 
in the past. Additional capacity is being 
sourced to clear spinal injuries.” 

Worries over 
‘remote’ court 

A PLEA has been made to keep a mag¬ 
istrates court open amid fears it would 
make the service too remote. 

Proposals to close Shrewsbury Mag¬ 
istrates Court and transfer its respon¬ 
sibilities to Telford have been criticised 
by members of Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council. 

Now the council has written to the 
Lord Chancellor’s office urging a re¬ 
think. 

Council chairman, Councillor Sue 
Crowe, said: “Our parishioners have al¬ 
ready been disadvantaged by the closure 
of Oswestry Magistrates Court. 

“This move will make access to their 
court even more remote for them.” 

The council said Selattyn and 
Gobowen is on the Welsh border, far 
from the centre of Shropshire. 

“We are 40 plus miles from Telford 
along the very busy and often congested 
A5 and M54. 

“The increased cost and time involved 
would be substantial, especially for 
those who have to use public transport.” 

The council points out to the Lord 
Chancellor that the parish is designated 
as deprived. 

“Everyone deserves to have equal ac¬ 
cess to justice if this move takes place 
we feel that this will not be true for 
many of our parishioners,” she added. 

Plea over fake 
police vehicle 

OFFICERS are asking for help to track 
a van which was pretending to be a po¬ 
lice vehicle. 

The white van was seen parked on the 
A5 near Gobowen on January 8 at about 
4pm. It had flashing blue lights on the 
grill and was pretending to be a police 
vehicle, causing passing traffic to pull 
over. 

Three burglaries also took place on 
the same day. The first happened be¬ 
tween 10.30am and 3.45pm at a house 
in Old Chirk Road, Gobowen, and jew¬ 
ellery was taken. Between 2pm and 
3pm, a neighbouring property was also 
broken into. Jewellery and a set of car 
keys were stolen, and a blue Vauxhall 
Corsa was taken from the driveway. At 
about 6pm on the same day three men 
dressed in black were confronted in a 
business unit in Mile Oak Industrial Es¬ 
tate, Maesbury. They were escorted off 
the premises. It was later discovered a 
wallet containing cash had been taken.

THE owner of a glamping site is 
enjoying success with her luxury 
yurts. 

But the quiet countryside around 
Oswestry is a far cry from the globe¬ 
trotting lifestyle Katrina Boydon 
used to enjoy before settling down 
and opening the campsite. 

Mrs Boydon, who runs Barnutopia 
Luxury Glamping at Tanycoed Farm in 
Llansilin with husband Steve, grew up in 
Llangollen but has been working around 
the world for two decades. She said: “It 
was a real lifestyle choice and change for 
us. I’m from Llangollen originally but lived 
abroad for more than 20 years in Russia, 
France and the United States. The last 
‘proper’ job I had was 10 years as vice pres¬ 
ident and head of web content and media 
operations for a Silicon Valley media and 
marketing company. I gave that up to¬ 
wards the end of summer 2013 and spent 
a year thinking about what to do - then we 
decided to move back to Britain and open a 
yurt glamping site.” 

The family moved into Tanycoed Farm 
in April and opened for business in June. 
The site currently has three luxury yurts, 
a furnished stable and a comfortable dome 
tent, and has submitted planning permis¬ 
sion to add another seven yurts. Since 
opening the couple they have been work¬ 
ing to restore the buildings at the farm. 

“The buildings were unusable and even 
dangerous for people and animals,” Mrs 
Boydon said. “Now, the stables and out¬ 
door kitchen shack have been repaired, 
the pasture fencing has been re-done, and 
we’ve repaired the old pigsty and have two 
pigs.We’ve had over 50 five-star reviews, 
and only five-star reviews, on TripAdvisor, 
Facebook, Pitchup and Airbnb, so far.”

Bog foray led to discovery 
of new species in county 


AMONGST the top concerns of 
a plant or animal biologist is the 
discovery of new species and it 
surely must be one of the high¬ 
lights of such a career. 

Any pocket of virgin rainforest will 
supply you with ample opportunity for 
this, although these will mostly come 
in the form of minute invertebrates. 

The small minutiae of these new species 
will not however deter the scientist con¬ 
cerned, for largely gone are the days of dis¬ 
covering new reptiles, birds and mammals. 
Our very own Charles Darwin advanced the 
nomenclature of many species, including a 
colossal species of extinct ground sloth, one 
of the largest creatures to roam the Ice Age. 

In Britain it is almost impossible to dis¬ 
cover a new species at anything larger than 
the microscopic level and even a new, small 
invertebrate is virtually unheard of. Yet 
I gained a great deal of personal pleasure 
from one member of said group in the latter 
part of last year and this is the story of how 
it happened. 

It all began with one of these; my regular 
column in the Chronicle. I’d recently writ¬ 
ten an early piece about the rather wonder¬ 
ful carnivorous plants (namely sundews) of 
the county and needed an illustrative photo 
to back it up. 

Off I went with my good friend, pho¬ 
tographer Tim Mitchell to Whixhall Moss. 
Whixhall Moss is located on the border with 
Wales, where its immediate neighbour, 
Fenn’s Moss, is Welsh. 

In the spring and summer sundews are 
vibrant, beautifully coloured and thick 
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leaved. In the autumn however they are 
preparing to recede somewhat to avoid the 
worst of the winter weather to come. There¬ 
fore in order to see them you have to get 
close. Tim and I searched high and low for 
the plants and finally found a couple of nice 
specimens in a very boggy patch of ‘moss’. 

One of the many interesting things about 
sundew species is that some of the world’s 
species, notably the North American ones, 
are parasitised by assassin bugs which run 
onto the plant and snatch the insects from 
its sticky grasp. 

I’d just written about this behaviour and 
so, as I knelt down to study, photograph 
and film the plant in front of us, I was un¬ 
surprised yet still delighted to see an assas¬ 
sin bug crawling over the plant. I carefully 
picked it up, examined it and released it 
after a cursory glance from the video cam¬ 
era Tim had running. 

A few weeks later I got talking to Gareth 
Egarr of the Wildlife Trust who mentioned 
I should report the assassin bug find to the 
Shropshire Entomological Services (not a 
pest control company, but a scientific one!). 

Via the very helpful Nigel Jones and 
Keith Fowler, it was realised that the as¬ 
sassin bug was far from an ordinary find. 
This species, the heath assassin bug cora- 
nus subapterus, had never been found in 
Shropshire before and was therefore a new

species to the county. I was shocked. Talk 
about being in the right place at the right 
time. 

My shock was, it has to be admitted, 
slightly tempered by Keith’s assertion 
that the assassin bugs had been recorded 
on Fenn’s Moss, in Wales. I got out the 


map and measured the distance between 
the spot where I’d found my bug and the 
Fenn’s/Welsh border. It was about 95 yards 
away! 

Would Charles Darwin have been im¬ 
pressed? I think not. But I certainly was.

Council company 
now able to stage 
board meetings 

COUNCIL company ip&e can now hold an official board 
meeting after two new directors were appointed to its 
board. 

The company, set up by Shropshire Council, had been 
unable to hold an official board meeting since December be¬ 
cause it only had two board members - short of the number 
required for a quorum. 

The appointments are two senior council officials - Steph 
Jackson, head of commercial services, and Helen Powell, 
legal services manager for the places portfolio. 

The pair join existing board members Councillor Steve 
Charmley, who is also chairman, and ip&e’s finance and 
commercial director Tim Smith. 

A statement from the authority said the appointments 
would bring a “wealth of experience” and would assist with 
a review of the company which was launched in December. 

A spokesman for the council said: “Steph Jackson and 
Helen Powell, both senior officers within the council, bring 
with them a wealth of experience of company law and how 
council companies operate. 

“They will join the existing directors to review and make 
decisions on policies, annual reporting, financial reporting 
and performance reporting, as well as assisting with the 
current review.” 

A cross-party group of councillors is currently looking at 
the company’s performance in relation to both council con¬ 
tracts and those secured with other organisations as part 
of an ongoing review. 

The company’s most recent set of accounts, published 
last November, showed it had achieved revenue of £1.162 
million, and a profit of £28,029 - the first time it had been 
in the black. 

But sales to Shropshire Council itself during that pe¬ 
riod clocked in at £1.145 million, meaning that its sales to 
non-council organisations amounted to just £16,617. 

The company was set up more than three and a half 
years ago as a stand alone private company to sell services 
to outside bodies to generate extra revenue 

Former council leader Keith Barrow resigned as a direc¬ 
tor of ip&e late last year - just weeks before he quit politi¬ 
cal life in the county altogether - after he was found to have 
breached Shropshire Council’s code of conduct. 

Earlier this month, Councillor Alan Mosley, leader of 
the authority’s Labour group, called for ip&e workers to be 
brought back into the council.

Revenge

IF film awards were bestowed 
for dogged determination and 
perseverance in the face of 
seemingly insurmountable odds, 
The Revenant would sweep next 
month’s Oscars. 

Mexican auteur Alejandro Gonzalez Inar- 
ritu chose to shoot his sprawling historical 
epic in chronological order using natural 
light. These bold aesthetic choices limited 
filming to just a couple of hours each day 
and when Mother Nature decided to with¬ 
hold snow from the unforgiving Canadian 
wilderness, the entire production moved to 
Argentina at considerable expense. 

Actor Tom Hardy was forced to drop 
out of the comic book adventure Suicide 
Squad to accommodate the extended 
filming schedule, the budget ballooned and 
one crew member famously described the 
mood on set as “a living hell”. 

Trials and tribulations behind the scenes 
haven’t tarnished Inarritu’s audacious vision 
because The Revenant is a tour-de-force 
of technical brio and emotionally cold 
storytelling. It’s not a journey into the heart 
of darkness for the sentimental or faint of 
heart. Explosions of violence are graphic 
and a horrifying bear attack early in the 
film unfolds in a single, unbroken take that 
shreds our nerves beyond repair. 

Leading man Leonardo DiCaprio puts 
himself through the wringer for his art. 

In one stomach-churching scene, the 
fervent vegetarian eats a wild bison’s liver 
on camera because the role demands it.

He plays 19th-century explorer Hugh 
Glass, who guides a team of fur trappers 
and hunters under the command of Captain 
Andrew Henry (Domhnall Gleeson). 

The men come under attack from Native 
Americans led by tribal chief Elk Dog 
(Duane Howard), whose daughter Powaqa 
(Melaw Nakehk’o) has been kidnapped. 

The interlopers flee for their lives and 
Glass is subsequently injured in a mauling 


from a grizzly bear, which is protecting 
its cubs. Henry leaves behind two men, 
Fitzgerald (Hardy) and Bridger (Will 
Poulter), to tend to Glass and his son, Hawk 
(Forrest Goodluck), while the rest of the 
trappers head for safety. 

Fitzgerald decides to expedite matters 
by killing Hawk and dragging Glass’ near 
lifeless body into a freshly dug grave. 

The explorer regains consciousness 


some time later and vows to hunt down the 
men who killed his boy. 

The Revenant is a gruelling two and a 
half hours in the company of a filmmaker 
who refused to compromise. DiCaprio is 
mesmerising, dragging his wounded body 
across frozen landscapes before locking 
horns with Hardy’s scowling rival in an 
adrenaline-pumped climax that leaves us 
gasping for air.

Church is vital 
to community 


THE pulpit and lectern were carved 
by local carpenter Thomas Harris in 
1910. 

The church organ has been played by the 
same family ever since it was installed in 
1907. 

There is a real sense of a close-knit commu¬ 
nity around St Mary’s Church in Knockin, near 
Oswestry. 

“It’s a small, friendly village church,” says the 
Rev Helen Morby, who has been priest in charge 
for the past four years. 

“It’s a very small community, and people sup¬ 
port one another, everyone is very caring,” she 
says. 

The village of Knockin, or Cnukyn as it was 
historically known, takes its name from the 
Welsh for “a small hillock”, and the church is 
thought to be the oldest remaining building in 
the community. 

It was probably established as a chapel to 
Knockin Castle - all that remains of the fortress 
is a tree-covered mound of earth - and was built 
between 1182 and 1195 by Ralph l’Estrange, 
under the patronage of Haughmond Abbey. 

However, that would be to tell only part of

the story. The church was extensively rebuilt 
in 1846, and much of the church’s appeal lies 
in the way that the original Norman features 
have been incorporated into the 19th century 
building. 

Take the arched stonework of the old north 
arcade, which has been attractively blended in 
with the simple plastered wall of the nave, with 
the windows carefully styled to reflect the medi¬ 
eval features. 

Another distinctive feature is the slim pointed 
tower, which manages to look out of proportion 
with the rest of the church, yet quite enchanting 
at the same time. 

Helen, a 53-year-old mother-of-two, says she 
is particularly fond of the spacious area around 
the altar. “It is really nice for our smaller ser¬ 
vices, we had a prayer meeting here and we all 
sat together,” she says. 

At the moment, St Mary’s is trying to raise 
£50,000 for essential repairs. 

“The big job that really needs to be done is 
the repointing of the stonework outside,” says 
Helen.

Salute to McLaren 



According to its creator, Gordon 
Murray, the McLaren FI was “an 
attempt to build the best engi¬ 
neered driver’s car ever made.” 

It was an attempt that clearly suc¬ 
ceeded... according to FI owner and 
serial car collector Jay Leno, it is simply 
“the Greatest Car of the 20th Century.” 

Produced between 1992 and 1998, just 
106 examples were built. Of that figure a 
mere 64 were standard road cars, so there’s 
only a remote chance of seeing one in the 
flesh.Unless you head to the London Clas¬ 
sic Car Show at London’s ExCeL centre 
next month, that is. For a special display 
devoted to the FI and curated by designer 
Gordon Murray will form one of the major 
attractions at the show. 

No fewer than five FI s will be shown - two 
standard road cars, two GTR racers and a 
‘long tail’ FI GT road car. Last year we paid 
tribute to Adrian Newey with an amazing 
display of his world beaters; this year we 
are putting the spotlight on Gordon Murray 
and, in particular, the amazing McLaren FI 
he fathered,” explained Event Director, Bas 
Bungish. “All those involved in what’s clearly 
going to be a very special homage to the FI 
believe it will be by far the best, and most 
complete, insight ever put together for the 
public - thus something no car enthusiast 
will want to miss. As well as Gordon himself, 
we are working very closely with those at 
McLaren’s own MSO Heritage and acknowl¬ 
edged FI specialists Lanzante to ensure 
this fabulous display is as comprehensive 
and detailed as possible.” 

To give visitors a unique insight into 
the world’s first ‘million dollar motor’ - the 
McLaren cost £634,500 when new - one 
of the road cars will be displayed with its 
doors, bonnet and engine cover open, while 


one of the racers will have its exterior panels 
removed to show what goes on under the 
skin. The showcase will be completed with a 
number of FI-related artefacts including the 
race suit worn by JJ Lehto when he won the 
1995 Le Mans 24 Hours in an FI. Also on 
display will be the road car’s bespoke lug¬ 
gage, a BMW engine block, one of the TAG 
Heuer watches given to each owner and en¬ 
graved with their car’s build number and an 
example of the car’s bespoke tool kit, made 
from gold-plated titanium no less. 

Technical drawings, photos and special 
films produced by McLaren to celebrate the 
car’s 20th anniversary its famous Le Mans 
24 Hours victory in 2015 will also be shown. 

“When we started work on the FI we 
benchmarked all the existing supercars 


from Ferrari, Lamborghini, Porsche and 
so on, as well as aspects of cars as varied 
as the contemporary Honda NSX and the 
1960s Lotus Elan. The idea was to better the 
performance, vehicle dynamics, handling 
and ride comfort of all of them at the same 
as producing a car that could, genuinely, be 
used every day. 

“We achieved it all... except perhaps the 
steering. The FI gets very close but doesn’t 
quite better the purity of the Lotus Elan’s 
steering,” said Murray. 

Partly because each car took three and 
a half months to build and partly because it 
is crammed full of exotic materials including 
gold leaf, titanium, magnesium and Kevlar, 
McLaren lost money on each car made de¬ 
spite that heady price tag. 


Those with the foresight and wherewithal 
to buy the car when it was new, however, 
couldn’t have made a better investment. 
Last August a 1998 McLaren FI LM sold at 
auction in America by Sotheby’s for close 
to £9 million. 

One of the unique features of the London 
Classic Car Show is The Grand Avenue, a 
roadway running through the centre of the 
exhibition hall along which classics of all 
different shapes and sizes are put through 
their paces. 

It is anticipated that one of the McLarens 
will take to The Grand Avenue during the 
show, so visitors will not just be able to gaze 
at this remarkable British car at rest, but see 
and hear it in action, too.
